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PREFACE 


The  following  report  on  the  health  of  Shipley,  Bingley,  Baildon  and 
Denholme  has  been  compiled  along  lines  laid  down  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 


The  table  below  shows  the  chief  vital  statistics  of  the  area  for  1972, 
with  those  of  1971  shown  in  brackets.

Whilst  some  of  these  figures  would  appear  at  first  glance  to  be  rather 
worse  than  for  the  previous  year,  this  is  to  some  extent  due  to  a  fall  in 
the  number  of  Births.  There  is  also  the  important  factor  that  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  draw  accurate  conclusions  from  statistics  relating  to  small  popu¬ 
lations. 

The  Environmental  Health  sections  of  the  report  give  the  usual  information 
and  there  is  little  that  we  would  wish  to  emphasise.  The  establishment  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors  has  been  maintained  and  they  have  continued  their 
surveillance  of  all  premises  in  the  districts,  including  food  premises. 


During  the  year  the  new  Health  Centre  at  Wilsden  and  a  mini-clinic  at 
Eldwick  were  opened,  both  being  used  also  by  general  practitioners,  the 
former  as  the  main  surgery  of  the  practice  concerned. 

It  is  regrettable  that  at  the  present  time  the  provision  of  Health  Centres 
in  Shipley  and  Bingley  is  to  be  delayed  because  of  straitened  financial 
circumstances.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  Health  Centres  are  advantage¬ 
ous  to  all  concerned,  which  includes  patients,  family  doctors,  local  auth¬ 
ority  medical,  dental,  nursing  and  ancillary  staff  who  work  therein.

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SOCIAL  COIEIITIONS 


The  Division  comprises  four  Urban  Districts;  Shipley,  Bingley,  Baildon 
and  Denholme. 

Shipley 

Though  the  principal  industry  was  the  manufacture  of  worsted  cloths,  this 
has  recently  been  supplemented  by  light  and  heavy  engineering  including 
electronics,  clothing  manufacture,  plastics,  joinery  and  building.  The 
district  council  owns  4>034  residential  properties,  approximately 
of  these  being  dwellings  erected  since  1945*  Roughly  half  are  houses 
and  bungalows,  the  remainder  being  flats  and  maiy sonettes. 

An  extensive  scheme  of  urban  redevelopment,  particularly  in  the  town 
centre  has  given  a  successful  shopping  centre  with  industrial  development 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  town. 

Bingley 

In  reoent  years  there  has  been  extensive  development  both  in  the  town 
centre,  under  the  district  council's  scheme  and  in  the  outlying  areas 
where  extensive  private  entei^prise  building  of  dv/elling  houses  has  taken 
place.  The  population  has  increased  from  20,100  in  1945  to  26,410  at 
the  197*^  census.  The  council  has  erected  dvrelling  houses  in  estates  in 
the  villages  of  Gottingley,  Gilstead  and  Cullingv7orth  as  well  as  considerable 
redevelopment  within  the  town  centre.  Special  housing  provision  for 
elderly  people  has  been  made  both  by  the  Council  in  the  form  of  Warden 
Flats  and  by  voluntary  organisations. 

Baildon 


The  ancient  moorland  village  and  the  industrial  development  beside  the 
River  Aire  have  been  linked  by  housing  development  in  the  intervening  mile 
between  the  tv;o  localities. 

Denholme 


The  environs  are  rural  but  the  centre  of  the  tom  remains  predominantly 
19th  Century  type  with  a  high  percentage  of  back  to  back  houses.  The 
town  is  industrial  in  character  and  the  periphery  has  scattered  hamlets  and 
farms.  Basic  industries  are  associated  with  wool  although  joinery,  stone 
quarry  and  sawmills  provide  occupation. 
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Et/EPLOYMMT 


Immigrant  labour  which  supplements  the  high  demand  for  skilled  and 
unskilled  workers  in  textiles,  transport  and  the  nursing  services,  is 
available  locally  but  most  of  these  workers  live  in  Bradford.  Conse¬ 
quently  we  have  not  been  subject  to  the  social  pressures  evident  in  other 
areas  during  an  extensive  programme  of  rehousing. 

LABORATORY  SERVICE 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Sewice  is  a  free  service  within  the  National 
Health  Seirvice  designed  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control 
of  infection.  The  vrork  is  essentially  microbiological  and  the  only  other 
pathological  investigations  undertaken  are  those  associated  with  bacterio¬ 
logical  and  biological  problems.  Specimens  may  be  submitted  by  Doctors, 
Veterinary  Surgeons,  Dentists,  persons  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  such  as  Health  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors,  or  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  official  bodies.  Specimens  cannot  be  accepted  from  private 
persons. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


In  the  field  of  infectious  diseases,  the  number  of  notifications  v\ras  very 
small  and  principally  related  to  children’s  ailments.  Only  isolated  cases 
of  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  DIVISION 


National  Assistance  Acts 

Section  47  oP  ihe  194Q  is  designed  to  help  persons  who,  suffering  from 
grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged  or  physically  handicapped  and  living 
in  an  insanitary  environment,  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not 
receiving  from  others,  proper  care  and  attention. 

Under  the  original  Act,  applications  were  submitted  to  a  Magistrate’s 
Court  for  removal  of  such  persons,  but  later  an  accelerated  procedure  was 
introduced  whereby  applications  can  be  made  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  an 
emergency.  It  was  not  necessary  to  utilize  this  Section  during  the  year, 
alternative  provisions  being  secured  for  the  few  cases  that  came  under 
consideration. 
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Warden  Schemes  for  the  A^ed 

There  are  many  elderly  persons  living  alone  who  are  able  to  look  after 
themselves  but  are  nevertheless  grateful  for  someone  to  keep  a  watchful  eye 
on  them.  The  Home  Warden  is  responsible  for  the  oversight  of  such  persons 
whose  names  have  been  submitted  to  her,  usually  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Health  Visitor.  She  calls  on  the  person  each  day  excepting  Sunday  to 
see  that  all  is  well  and  if  necessary  summons  the  General  Practitioner  or 
informs  the  Health  Department  of  any  needs  of  the  person  concerned.

SECTION  22  -  C/iRE  OF  MOTHERS  im  YOUNG  CHILDREIT 

1 .  Child  Health  Centres 


There  are  10  such  centres  in  the  Division.  Shipley  has  the  main  central 
Somerset  House,  a  large  adapted  house  used  since  1932,  v^hich  accommodates 
a  full  range  of  services.  This  centre  is  to  be  replaced  by  a  new 
purpose-built  Health  Centre  on  a  site  which  has  been  acquired  in  the 
town  centre. 

At  Wrose  an  immediate  post-war  prefabricated  clinic  serves  the  locality 
adequately. 

At  Baildon  there  is  a  West  Riding  ’F'  type  clinic  which  is  also  used  by 
a  local  General  Practitioner  partnership  as  their  main  surgery. 

The  Denholme,  Cullingv7orth  and  Cottingley  districts  have  modem  mini  type 
clinics  which  are  also  used  by  local  doctors  as  branch  surgeries. 

The  village  of  Harden  is  served  by  fortnightly  clinics  in  rented  premises 
at  the  Memorial  Hall 

A  new  purpose-built  Health  Centre  was  opened  during  the  year  in  Wilsden. 
The  centre  provides  facilities  for  a  partnership  of  three  general  prac¬ 
titioners  vdiose  main  surgery  and  office  it  is,  and  for  local  authority 
health  services  including  child  health,  chiropody,  ante  natal  care  and 
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district  nursing. 

iU-So  opened  this  year  was  a  mini-clinic  at  Eldwick,  a  village  which 
has  developed  rapidly  in  the  post  war  years  and  which  since  19^2  has 
been  served  by  a  Mobile  Clinic  Unit.  The  new  premises  are  also 
used  as  a  branch  surgery  by  general  practitioners. 

The  Mobile  Clinic  Unit  continues  to  serve,  on  a  fortnightly  rota, 
three  outlying  parts  of  Baildon  and  has  been  introduced  into  the 
West  Royd-Leeds  Road  area  of  Shipley. 

Details  of  attendances  at  these  centres  may  be  found  in  the  table 
on  page  21  of  this  report. 

2.  Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child 

Special  arrangements  are  made  with  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  for  the  care 
of  Unmarried  Mothers  for  a  period  both  before  and  after  confinement. 

3*  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 

The  Dental  Services  at  Somerset  House,  Shipley,  continue  to  treat 
mothers  and  children  referred  to  them. 

4»  Screening  of  Infants  for  Physical  Handicaps 

(a)  Congenital  Defects 

The  Department  is  notified  by  Midwife  or  Doctor  of  all  congenital 
defects  observed  in  the  perinatal  period.  A  computer  record  for 
such  children  is  opened  to  ensure  periodic  review  and  follow-up 
throughout  the  child’s  life  to  school  leaving  age. 

(b)  Ortolani  testing 

This  test,  to  detect  and  ensure  early  treatment  of  congenital 
dislocation  of  the  hip,  continues,  and  during  the  year  there  was 
one  confirmed  oas^  . 

(c)  Phenylketonuria  testing 

The  Guthrie  test  is  applied  by  Midwives  to  new  babies  Y;ithin  the 
first  few  days  of  life  and  all  tests  made  in  1972  were  negative.

(d)  Hearing  . testa 


By  means  of  the  West  Riding  computer  all  children  are  given 
appointments  at  set  intervals  to  ensure  that  their  hearing  is 
within  normal  limits#  The  tests  are  carried  out  in  the  Health 
Centres  by  nursing  staff  who  have  had  special  training  in  the 
technique  involved. 

5#  Premature  Babies 


Facilities  are  available  for  giving  premature  babies  the  specialised 
care  necessary  (see  table  page  20) 

SECTION  23  -  BOMCILI/iRY  MII)\7IFERY 

Five  district  Mdwives  are  employed  and  although  the  number  of  domiciliaiy 
confinements  has  decreased  considerably  in  recent  years,  a  considerable 
proportion  of  a  Ltldwife’s  time  is  occupied  in  ante  natal  care  and  the  post 
natal  care  of  mothers  delivered  in  hospital  who  are  discharged  Y/ithin  48 
hours. 

iilmost  all  women  booked  for  confinement  in  hospital  or  Shipley  Maternity  Home 
have  an  assessment  of  home  suitability  for  planned  early  discharge  after 
delivery.  Despite  the  low  home  confinement  rate,  a  24  hour  domiciliary 
cover  is  provided  by  midwives  working  on  a  night  duty  rota. 

Although  full  attachment  to  general  practitioners  is  not  entirely  practi¬ 
cable  in  the  division,  there  is  a  steady  improvement  in  this  field,  midwives 
attending  nearly  all  ante  natal  clinics  held  by  doctors  in  their  surgeries 
and  full  integration  being  hoped  for  before  the  reorganisation  in  1974» 

SECTION  24  -  HEALTH  VISITING 

Health  Visitors  who  also  act  as  School  Nurses  are  all  attached  to  medical 
practices  and  are  assisted  by  a  number  of  State  Registered  Nirrses. 

SECTION  25  -  HOME  NURSING 

Staff  comprises  10  full-time  and  2  part-time  Nursing  Sisters,  and  2  full¬ 
time  with  4  part-time  State  Enrolled  Nurses#  They  are  attached  to 
general  medical  practitioners  v;ith  whom  close  liaison  is  maintained# 

The  service  is  an  expanding  one  involving  increasing  evening  work  both  in 
surgeries  and  the  home.  Earlier  discharge  from  hospital  of  acute  cases  and 
the  nursing  at  home  of  terminal  cases  also  contribute  to  an  increased  \7ork 
load. 
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Day  and  Niff:ht  Nursiw^;  Services 


This  scheme  is  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  patients  for  short  periods 
during  terminal  illness  or  other  exceptional  circumstances.  Many 
relatives  prefer  to  help  nurse  the  patient  themselves  for  varying  reasons. 
Nevertheless  when  illness  is  protracted,  additional  help  is  sometimes  a 
necessity  and  this  service  covers  such  needs. 

This  is  another  grov^ing  service,  staffed  by  State  Registered  and  State 
Enrolled  Nurses  and  Nursing  Auxiliaries,  who  work  on  a  casual  part-time 
basis.  62  patients  were  covered  by  this  service  at  a  total  of  5>376 
hours  during  1972,  as  against  23  and  2,003  respectively  during  1971 • 

SECTION  26  -  VACCINATION  iiND  IM/EUNISATION 


The  V/est  Riding  computer  programme  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  was 
introduced  in  the  Division  for  chiildren  bom  on  or  after  1st  January  I968. 
This  programme  promotes,  with  parents’  consent,  appointments  at  the 
appropriate  times  for  children  to  be  protected  against  diphtheria,  tetanus, 
whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  measles. 

SECTION  28  -  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS;  C/JIE  ;iND  i^TER-C/JlE 

Tuberculosis 

Dr.  W.D.  Hamilton,  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  gives  the  follov/ing  report 
on  the  work  of  the  Chest  Clinic 

New  notified  oases  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year  shov/ed  a  decrease  from 
the  previous  year:-

During  the  year  6  patients  were  found  to  have  positive  sputum.  There 
v/ere  no  children  among  those  notified  and  no  cases  v;ere  transferred  to  us 
from  other  areas. 

Attendances  at  the  Clinic  shov/ed  a  slight  decrease  although  the  number 
of  new  attendances  rose  slightly: -

Contacts  of  all  cases  were  seen  and  X-rayed.  Vaccination  vvith  B.C.G.  was 
carried  out  on  all  Mantoux  negative  contacts  and  of  these  23  were  young 
babies  who  were  not  skin  tested. 
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V/e  continue  to  see  all  Mantoux  positive  school  children  and  they  are 
X-rayed.  No  cases  of  active  tuharmlosis  were  found  in  this  group.  Those 
found  to  have  severe  reactions  are  kept  under  observation  for  a  tine. 

Mass  X-ray  surveys  were  carried  out  at  8  factories  in  the  division,  one 
case  of  active  tuberculosis  being  referred  to  us.  This  actually  turned  out 
to  be  a  contact  of  a  case  of  tuberculosis  of  12  years  of  age  at  school 
some  years  previously  and  this  lesion  was  shorn  to  be  a  breakdovm.  of  a 
primary  tuberculosis. 

There  is  no  Care  Committee  in  the  Division.  Social  problems  are  dealt 
with  at  the  Clinic  or  with  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  some¬ 
times  with  the  help  of  the  Social  Services  Department.  V/e  have  good 
relations  with  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Loan  of  Nursing  Equipment 

A  wide  range  of  equipment  classified  as  nursing  aids,  e.g.  special  beds, 
hoists,  commodes,  wheelchairs,  walking  aids,  are  issued  on  loan  to  those 
requiring  them. 

Laundry  Service 

This  service  for  incontinent  patients  provides  sheets,  pyjamas  and  night¬ 
dresses.  A  supply  of  clean  laundry  is  delivered  twice  weekly  and  soiled 
articles  collected  and  laundered  at  Thornton  View  Hospital  Laundry.  In 
addition,  incontinent  patients  are  supplied  with  disposable  bed  pads, 
pants  and  liners  where  necessary. 

Chiropody  Seiyice 

The  County  Council's  scheme  approved  by  the  Ministiy  of  Health  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  provides  free  chiropody  for  persons 
of  pensionable  age. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council.  In  Shipley,  Baildon,  Denholme,  Cullingv/orth 
and  i/ilsden,  clinic  premises  are  used,  being  either  owned  or  leased  by  the 
local  health  authority.

lill  chiropodists  employed  in  the  Division  are  State  Registered  and  under¬ 
take  the  work  on  a  sessional  basis.  Reference  to  tables  on  the -following 
page  gives  some  indication  of  the  scope  of  the  service.  Relief  afforded 
elderly  people  and  the  help  given  them  in  pursuing  everyday  activities  is 
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difficult  to  over-estimate  for  disabilities  of  the  foot  are  frequently 
the  culmination  of  neglect  earlier  in  life  and  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
community  to  provide  and  practise  preventive  chiropody  in  youth.  Rapid 
development  of  the  chiropody  service  as  part  of  the  Rational  Health 
Service  has  been,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Home  Help  Service,  an  invaluable 
contribution  to  domiciliary  care  and  general  well  being.

Work  has  progressed  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  with 
emphasis  on  housing  improvemnnt.  The  increase  of  the  Housing  Improve¬ 
ment  Grant  from  50$^  to  75^  of  the  reasonable  cost  as  a  resut  of  the 
urban  district  being  declared  "an  intermediate  area",  resulted  in 
a  vast  increase  in  the  number  of  enquiries  received  in  connection 
with  improvement  work. 

In  December  1972  Mr.  Lars  Hansen  resigned  his  position  as 
District  Public  Health  Inspector  to  take  up  a  similar  appointment 
with  the  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge  RDC. 

I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  all  members 
of  the  department  for  their  loyal  support  and  hard  work  during  the 
year. 


I  would  also  like  to  express  by  appreciation  for  assistance 
and  co-operation  received  from  members  of  the  Council  and  Officers 
in  other  departments. 


HOUSING 


Since  1953  the  number  of  back  to  back  houses  in  the  town  has 
been  reduced  from  2,574  to  1 1  .  The  following  table  gives  the 
number  of  back  to  back,  blind  back  and  other  unfit  houses  in 
occupation  in  each  of  the  five  wards  in  the  town  at  the  31 st

IMPROVEJIJj^NT  GEANTS 

The  number  of  applications  for  grants  approved  this  year  was  61 
standard  and  119  discretionary,  this  is  approximately  85/:'  more  than 
in  1971;  making  a  total  of  918  grants  since  the  inception  of  the 
improvement  grant  scheme.  The  figure  comprises  491  standard  and  427 
discretionary  grants. 

This  increase  is  encouraging  as  the  Council  have  removed  the 
majority  of  the  unfit  properties  from  the  town  and  it  is  now  most 
desirable  that  this  position  be  consolidated  by  improving  the  remaining 
housing  stock  to  a  high  standard. 

lyiany  of  the  above  grants  are  in  respect  of  substantial  terrace 
houses  where  the  only  major  improvement  is  the  provision  of  a  dormer 
window  to  give  adequate  light  and  ventilation  to  the  attic  bedroom 
and  it  is  regrettable  that  the  owners  of  houses  requiring  a  compr - 
hensive  improvement  including  the  provision  of  bathroom  facilities  for 
the  first  time,  are  a  little  slow  in  coming  forward.  This  may  be  due 
to  such  persons  being  not  so  well  placed  financially  or  in  the  case 
of  the  elderly  a  fear  of  the  physical  upheaval  involved  in  the  carrying 
out  of  such  improvement  work.  However,  whatever  the  reticence  on  the 
part  of  the  owners,  the  Council  are  anxious  that  such  houses  should  be 
improved  whereever  possible  to  a  high  standard  with  the  aid  of  an 
improvement  grant  and  advice  on  all  matters  relating  to  house  improve¬ 
ment  is  readily  available  from  the  Health  Department.

Houses  Let  in  Multiple  Occupation 

This  type  of  accommodation  is  not  a  major  problem  in  the  town 
but  additional  cases  continue  to  come  to  light  in  the  course  of  the 
Department's  routine  work  and  once  known  the  premises  are  inspected 
regularly  to  ensure  that  adequate  standards  are  maintained. 

Close  liaison  with  the  West  Riding  Fire  Officer  is  maintained  to 
ensure  that  owners  of  houses  let  in  multiple  occupation  have  taken 
adequate  steps  to  provide  means  of  escape  in  cases  of  fire, 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS 


Routine  inspections  revealed  that  generally  speaking  reasonable 
standards  were  being  maintained  by  traders.  The  department  continued 
to  advise  food  handlers  at  every  opportunity  on  the  techniques  of 
hygienic  handling  and  on  the  need  for  efficient  stock  rotation.  In 
one  particular  instance  instruction  was  given  to  all  members  of  the  staff 
on  recognition  of  unsound  and  inferior  tinned  goods.  A  problem  which 
is  encountered  regularly,  is  the  incorrect  storage  of  deep  frozen  foods, 
which  should  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a  deep  freeze  cabinet  at  a  temp¬ 
erature  not  exceeding  0  Fahrenheit.  Deep  freeze  cabinets  are  frequently 
seen  to  be  filled  above  the  load  line  in  which  case  the  upper  layers  of 


food  stuff  are  subject  to  temperatures  higher  than  those  recommended 
and  may  become  partially  thawed.  In  other  cases  deep  frozen  poultry 
has  been  round  stored  in  normal  ref ridgera tors  at  'chill'  temperatures 
and  in  a  semi-thawed  condition.

Shipley  is  not  a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  the  majority  of  the 
sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  is  undertaken  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  Consumer 
Protection.  During  the  year  40  samples  of  milk  and  32  samples  of  other 
foods  and  drugs  were  taken.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  throughput  for  the  year  was  23,560  as  against  30,127  in  1971, 
the  decrease  being  attributale  to  a  general  reduction  in  all  classes  of 
animals  slaughtered.  This  is  no  doubt  due  in  part  to  consumer  resistance 
to  the  high  price  of  red  meat.  A  one  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection 
service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  income  for  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March, 1973  was

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  of  Shipley  is  subject  to  smoke 
Control  Orders. 

Five  applications  for  prior  approval  of  industrial  boiler  plant  and 
four  applications  for  the  approval  of  new  chimney  heights  vrere  received 
and  approved  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  18  timed  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  were 
made  and  12  inspections  of  industrial  plant  were  carried  out.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  send  notices  of  offence  under  Section  1  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  on  any  occasion. 

Many  complaints  were  again  received  alleging  nuisance  from  the  fumes 
emanating  from  the  dyeworks  dyeing  synthetic  materials.  The  company  con¬ 
cerned  together  with  their  chemical  suppliers  have  continued  to  search  for 
a  suitable  alternative  ’’carrier”  which  can  be  used  without  giving  rise  to 
a  nuisance.  At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  being  carried  out  on  a  chemical 
which  had  proved  satisfactory  in  laboratory  tests.  This  product  is  odourless, 
of  low  toxicity  and  readily  biodegradable  but  requires  further  development 
in  order  to  produce  it  in  a  state  which  is  easy  to  handle  in  a  dye-house 
and  research  is  continuing  to  this  end  with  a  view  to  making  the  material 
commercially  available.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  achieved  by  mid  1973. 

The  average  level  of  sulphur  di-oxide  concentration  for  the  period 
was  101,3  micro  gms/cu.  mt  compared  with  121.6  micro  gms/cu.  mt  in  1971.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  a  weekly  collection  service 
for  the  whole  of  the  town  and  this  was  achieved  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  although  difficulties  were  experienced  at  holidays. 


During  the  year  the  Council  took  delivery  of  a  35  cubic  yard 
S.  &  D,  Packamatic  refuse  compression  vehicle  which  was  put  into 
commission  on  the  Wrose  district,  and  also  an  Eagle  Compress  Load  7 
which  was  deployed  on  the  trade  refuse  round  ,  Following  delivery  of 
the  Packamatic  compression  vehicle  the  refuse  rounds  were  reorganised 
and  five  teams  of  three  men  were  re-grouped  into  three  teams  of  four 
and  one  team  of  three  men  making  a  saving  of  one  vehicle  and  driver.

Paner  sacks 

For  several  years  all  new  Council  flats  and  maisonettes  have  been 
provided  \^ith  a  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage,  the  sacks  being 
supported  on  wall  mounted  sack  holdeis  grouped  in  compounds  xvith 
self-closing  gates.  In  some  cases  trouble  has  been  experienced 
from  dogs  and  cats  damaging  sacks  causing  spillage  of  refuse  and 
in  a  minority  of  cases  the  system  has  been  grossly  abused  by  the 
tenants  who  have  not  bothered  to  fit  the  sack  in  the  holder  provi¬ 
ded,  but  have  used  the  compound  as  a  ’midden’  and  emptied  all  the 
refuse  on  the  floor.  In  the  light  of  experience  new  properties  are 
now  being  provided  with  bins  and  the  bin  liner  system  is  being  used. 
The  possibility  of  replacing  existing  sack  holders  with  bins  and 
liners  is  at  present  being  examined. 
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The  total  number  of  dwellings  using  paper  sacks  is  1,100  and 
the  total  number  of  dwellings  using  plastic  bin  liners  is  approximately 
800. 

Trade  Refuse 

The  Council  entered  into  235  contracts  to  remove  trade  refuse; 
the  income  from  this  source  was  £1,138  compared  with  £1,459  in  1971. 
Clean  cardboard  and  wastepaper  are  collected  from  trade  premises  free 
of  charge. 

Bulky  Refuse 

The  Council  operate  a  service  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
bulky  household  refuse.  This  service  is  offered  free  of  charge  up  to 
and  including  one  hour's  time.  Builder's  and  garden  refuse  are  col¬ 
lected  but  these  are  charged  for  at  an  hourly  rate.  Householders 
wishing  to  dispose  of  extra  refuse  themselves  may  take  it  to  the 
Council's  tip  at  Wrose  Brow  Road  where  there  is  a  large  skep  container 
sited  near  the  entrance  for  the  deposit  of  such  material.  Regrettably 
this  facility  is  often  abused  by  contractors  and  on  frequent  occasions, 
members  of  the  public  will  not  take  the  trouble  to  carry  their  refuse 
to  the  container  but  deposit  it  on  the  grass  verge  adjoining. 

Refuse  Disnosal 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  in  the  quarry  at 
Wrose  Brown  and  the  Council  continued  to  receive  refuse  from  the  Baildon 
Urban  District  for  which  an  appropriate  charge  is  made.  Refuse  is 
levelled  and  covered  by  means  of  a  Weatherill  L50  four  wheel  drive 
loading  shovel  supplemented  on  occasion  by  hired  plant.  The  income 
from  the  Tip  was  £1 ,293,  as  compared  with  £1 ,396  on  last  year;  this 
figure  excludes  payment  received  from  Baildon  Urban  District  Council. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  present  tipping  site  at  Wrose  Brow  Road 
will  be  completed  towards  the  end  of  1973  and  in  the  absence  of  further 
suitable  sites  within  the  urban  district  the  Council  agreed  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  a  joint  scheme  with  Baildon,  Bingley  and  Bradford  for  the 
construction  of  a  total  incineration  plant  to  be  situated  within  the 
Bradford  area.  The  Bradford  Corporation  commenced  negotiations  for  a 
suitable  site.

Waste  paper  is  sorted  into  three  grades,  i.e,  'cardboard*. 


'mix' 


and  ’newsprint’;  the  latter  grade  is  shredded  prior  to  baling  in  order  to 
obtain  a  good  solid  bale.  Baling  is  carried  out  in  a  ’Paal  Press’  which 
produces  a  bale  weighing  between  six  and  seven  cwts.  The  total  weight 
of  salvage  for  the  year  was  351  metric  tonnes  compared  with  336  tons  in 
1971 .

Water  sunnlv 

The  Rombalds  Water  Board  supply  the  district  with  vjater.  The  tovm 
has  two  basic  sources  of  supply,  the  High  Level  supply  derived  from  Sweet 
Well  and  Low  Moor  Springs  at  High  Eldwick  and  the  Low  Level  supply  which 
is  basically  upland  surface  water  from  the  Graincliffe  Springs,  impounded 
at  reservoirs  at  Baildon  Bank, 
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The  supijly  at  Graincliffe  reservoir  can  be  supplemented  through  a 
ring  main  by  water  from  reservoirs  in  surrounding  areas  or  by  water 
taken  from  the  river  Wharfe  between  Addingham  and  Ilkley,  Every  dwell 
ing  in  the  town  has  an  internal  piped  supply  of  water  from  the  public 
supply.

A  sunmiary  of  the  Smoke  Control  Programme  is  shown  in  the  follov/ing 
table.  The  whole  Urban  District  is  now  affected  by  the  requirements  of 
the  Clean  Air  Acts,  in  that  all  domestic  premises  are  the  sub3ect  of 
Smoke  Control  Orders,  The  No,  17  Smoke  Control  Order  which  was  confirmed 
in  197'!  comes  into  operation  in  July  1973* 
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Conraencinf^  in  I96O,  the  programme  was  intended  to  be  completed 
in  1970,  but  the  necessity  to  hold  public  inquiries  in  respect  of 
4  smoke  control  orders  during  the  period,  resulted  in  a  series  of 
delays  in  the  completion  of  the  programme# 

The  majority  of  industrial  premises  have  operated  well  within 
the  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Acts.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  hov;evor 
tho-t  two  or  three  industrial  concerns  do  not  satisfy  the  criteria 
demn.nded  by  certain  fractions  of  the  public,  and  in  this  direction  the 
a.ppropriate  legislation  is  somewhat  lacking  in  its  effectiveness.

Noise  Pollution 

Closely  allied  with  atmospheric  pollution  in  so  far  as  its  usual 
source  is  concerned,,  is  noise  pollution,  the  majority  of  causes  of 
nuisance  being  at  commercial  or  industrial  ]premises# 

The  investigation  of  complaints  into  nuisance  from  noise  inevitably 
involve  staff  in  extraordinary  hours  of  work. 

During  the  year,  l4  cases  were  investigated  of  which  3  concerned 
industrial  premises  and  11  originated  in  commercial  premises.  All 
were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Caravoji  Sites 

There  are  two  caravan  sites  licensed  for  more  than  five  caravans 
and  two  sites  licensed  for  one  caravan  each.  The  larger  sites  are 
situated  at  Broadstones,  Eldwick  and  Goit  Stock,  Harden,  with 
capacities  of  40  and  66  respectively. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Posts  Act 

There  is  not  the  need  for  a  full-time  staff  for  this  type  of 
work,  which  includes  the  eradication  of  rats,  mice  and  certain  insect 
pests, 

A  trained  Operative  is  utilised  on  this  work  and  together  with 
other  duties,  his  time  is  used  to  full  capacity,  using  a  light  van  for 
his  various  equipment  and  materials. 

In  addition  to  surface  treatments  previously  referred  to,  the 
Council's  sewer  system  is  treated  three  times  per  year,  to  control  the 
rodent  popula.ticn  in  the  system. 

Additional  treatments  to  sev/er  systems  have  been  carried  out  in 
certain  areas  prior  to  redevelopment  work  commencing  on  the  sites.

With  the  exception  of  small  communities  at  Low  Springs  and 
High  Eldv/ick  and  properties  in  sirailanly  isola.ted  positions  in  the 
higher  roaches  of  the  district,  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is 
provided  with  a  sower  system. 

The  sewage  works  are  situated  at  Dowley  Gap,  and  3  small  plants 
are  situa.ted  at  na.rocroft,  Flaj^pit  Springs  and  Hallas  Bridge  to 
provide  treatment  for  those  areas. 

The  ma.jority  of  these  properties  not  connected  to  the  sev/er  are 
provided  with  the  services  of  the  gulley-cesspool  emptiers  for  the 
removal  of  liquid  wastes.  The  remaining  44  properties  use  closet 
pails  and  this  type  of  accommodation  is  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system  v/henever  possible. 

Natural  Water  Courses 

There  is  an  abundance  of  streams  of  various  categories,  most  of 
which  discharge  into  the  River  Aire, 

The  gradual  improvement  in  the  general  quality  of  the  waters  has 
continued.  Incidents  of  pollution  do  arise  from  time  to  time  from  a 
wide  range  of  causes  and  these  are  given  priority  attention. 

Public  Bathing 

The  quality  of  the  v/ater  at  the  swimming  bath  at  Myrtle  Grove  is 
strictly  controlled  by  the  Baths  Mana.ger  amd  the  results  of  tests 
carried  out  by  this  department  have  been  satisfactory  on  each  occasion.

50p  per  load  is  charged  in  respect  of  the  disposal  facilities 
and  the  app)ropriate  revenue  was  £732, 

The  refuse  tip  is  open  every  Saturday  morning  for  residents  to 
take  garden  and  other  refuse  in  their  ovm  transport,  the  same  free 
disposal  facilities  operate  during  weekdays. 


Clean  paper  salvage  is  collected  by  using  salvage  trailers 
behind  the  refuse  vehicles,  and  making  separate  weekly  collections 
from  shops  and  business  premises,  A  recession  in  national  trading 
affected  the  income  from  this  source.

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  the  following  staff  and 
equipment: -

The  30  cwt,  lorry  and  apx^ropriate  staff  are  for  other  purposes, 
including  drainage  work  and  the  collection  of  bulky  refuse. 
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Two  combined  gulley/ceospool  emptiers  are  employed  for  the 
cleansing  of  street  gullies,  the  emptying  of  septic  tanks  and 
cesspools,  and  the  Council's  small  sev/age  treatment  plants  at 
Hewenden,  Hallas  Bridge  and  Flappit  Springs,  In  addition,  a 
number  of  private  concerns  utilise  the  service  for  de-sludging  trade 
effluent  tanks. 

The  income  derived  from  the  use  of  the  latter  mentioned  two 
machines  during  the  year  was  £648. 

Civic  /mienities  Act,  196? 

The  work  of  the  department  in  relation  to  this  Act  falls  into 
tv/o  main  categories,  i,e,  the  removal  and  disi^osal  of  abandoned 
vehicles  or  parts  of  vehicles,  and  the  removal  and  disposal  of 
rubbish  which  has  been  deposited  about  the  district. 

In  an  endeavour  to  reduce  the  work  in  connection  with  the 
latter  mentioned  rubbish,  the  Council  operates  a  free  collection 
service  for  householders  wishing  to  dispose  of  bulky  items  of 
household  refuse.  This  service  is  undertaken  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  of  each  week  by  arrangement,  using  the  30  cwt,  lorry. 

The  same  vehicle  is  also  utilised  for  the  collection  of  dumped 
refuse. 

The  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles  are 
somewhat  different  in  that  either  the  department  or  a  private  firm 
on  behalf  of  the  Council  dispose  of  vehicles,  partly  depending  on 
whether  the  vehicle  is  a  'wreek'  or  a  'runner*,

At  the  commencement  of  the  post  war  period  there  were  approximately 
8,000  houses  in  the  Urban  District.  Since  then  1790  houses  have  been 
dealt  with  under  clearance  area  procedure  or  individually.  The  current 
housing  stock  is  10,000. 

The  clearance  area  programme  is  now  almost  completed,  there  being 
approximately  100  houses  (most  of  which  are  situted  in  two  potential 
areas)  remaining  on  the  clearance  area  programme. 

Houses  in  Mutiple  Occupation 

The  Council  has  laid  down  minimum  standards  in  respect  of  houses  in 
mutiple  occupation  under  the  provisions  of  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1981.  This  course  of  action  was  necessary  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
student  population. 

Improvement  of  Houses 

General  Improvement  Areas 

(i)  The  progress  of  work  in  connection  with  general  improvement  areas 
has  been  disappointing,  particularly  in  the  Mornington  Road  General 
Improvement  Area  where  the  acquisition  of  certain  key  areas  of  lands  and 
buildings  for  environmental  improvements  did  not  materialise.  It  was 
therefore  necessary  to  adopt  the  procedure  for  compulsory  purchase.  Having 
made  the  appropriate  compulsory  purchase  order,  objections  were  lodged 
and  a  public  inquiry  was  held  on  the  27th  February  1973»  the  outcome  of 
which  is  as  yet  not  known. 
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other  buildings  and  lands  had  been  acquired  by  the  end  of  the  year 
and  at  Jer  Wood  arrangements  are  proceeding  as  planned. 

Stonecleaning  of  buildings  within  the  area  has  been  completed,  and 
the  making  up  of  streets  has  progressed  extremely  well. 

(ii)  A  public  meeting  was  held  at  Cullingworth  in  December,  when  the 
proposed  General  Improvement  Area  affecting  the  larger  portion  of  the 
Village  was  discussed  in  the  presence  of  a  large  audience.  The  official 
’’Declaration”  of  the  General  Improvement  Area  was  subsequently  made  in 
1973  and  includes  I85  houses. 

(iii)  Preparatory  work  was  commenced  in  the  village  of  Cottingley  in 
connection  with  area  improvement.

Slum  Clearance 

The  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  which  affected  some  8  properties  out  of  a 
total  of  119  v/ithin  the  Green  Lane  area  was  confirmed,  but  rehousing  of 
the  remaining  tenants  v/as  delayed  due  to  the  Greenbank  Court  development 
not  being  completed  because  of  the  strike  in  the  building  industry. 

Housinie:  Improvements 

During  the  year  43  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  approved  -  an 
increase  of  300^o  on  the  previous  year  -  and  work  was  started  on  the  Baildon 
Green  and  Cliff e  Avenue  General  Improvement  Areas. 

Council  Housin,s: 

Improvements  to  32  aged  persons  dwellings  in  Cliffe  Avenue  and  Cliffe  Lane 
West  were  completed  during  the  year  and  work  commenced  on  a  similar  scheme 
affecting  27  bungalows  in  Bank  Viev;  and  The  Oval. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AKD  DISPOSAL 

No  serious  problems  ?/ere  encountered  during  the  year  and  a  7/8  day  coll¬ 
ection  was  maintained  without  much  difficulty.  Delivery  was  received 
during  the  year  of  two  35  cu.yd.  Pakamatics  on  Commerv chassis  which  replaced 
two  vehicles  of  similar  design  which  were  reaching  the  end  of  their  economic 
life. 

The  number  of  loads  tipped  during  the  year  was  1,45^  at  an  estimated 
weight  of  4>821  tons. 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  the  Shipley  U.D.C.  tip  at  Wrose  Brow  Road. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Regular  sampling  of  both  public  and  private  water  supplies  was  carried  out 
during  the  year  and  of  IO6  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation  100  produced  satisfactory  results.  Eight  samples  examined  for  plumb 0 
solvency  all  proved  satisfactory. 

MILK  SUPPLIES 


36  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  Brucellosis,  all  of  which  gave  satiS' 
factory  results.  Similarly,  12  samples  of  heat  treated  milk  gave  satis¬ 
factory  results  when  examined  bacteriologically. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  found  in  previous  years  still  obtained. 

PEST  CONTROL 

Eradication  of  rodents  in  domestic  premises  is  operated  by  the  Council  as 
a  free  service,  aa  is  the  destruction  of  v/asps  nests  where  these  are 
readily  accessible*  No  serious  problems  were  encountered  during  the  year. 

CLEAN  AIR 


The  final  Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  during  the  year,  leaving 
approximately  I50  properties  which  are  covered  by  future  clearance  pro¬ 
posals  v^here  coal  may  still  be  burned.  On  the  industrial  side  38  smoke 
observations  were  made  on  factory  chimneys  and  in  one  instance  a  cautionary 
letter  sent  for  a  contravention  of  the  Regulations. 

CARAVANS 


No  serious  problems  were  encountered  during  the  year  at  either  of  the  two 
licensed  sites  and  for  the  second  successive  year  there  were  no  gypsies  on 
Baildon  Green.  Work  on  the  permanent  site  in  Esholt  continued  during  the 
year. 

FACTORIES  ACT  1957 

Regular  inspections  are  made  to  check  sanitary  conditions  in  factories 
within  the  district,  the  attention  of  the  management  being  dravm.  where 
necessary  to  any  unsatisfactory  circumstance.  In  no  instance  was  it 
necessary  to  resort  to  statutory  action  to  ensure  an  improvement. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PRBCLSES  ACT  196? 

Twenty- two  visits  and  inspections  were  made  to  registered  premises  during 
the  year  and  on  two  occasions  informal  notices  v/ere  sent  requesting  carrying 
out  of  works.

V/ATER  SUPPLY 

vVater  is  distributed  by  Bradford  Corporation  and  is  collected  on  the 
Thornton  Moor  catchnont  area,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  situated  within 
the  Denholme  Urban  District. 

1 ,061  dwelling  houses  enjoy  a  supply  of  water  from  public  mains.  The 
remainder,  being  situate  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district  rely  on 
springs  and  wells.  No  reports  of  insufficiency  of  water  have  been 
received  during  the  year. 


SEV7ERACE  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  whole  of  the  built-up  area  is  drained  to  sewers  v;hich  gravitate  to  tv/o 
sewage  disposal  works.  One  at  Doe  Park  deals  with  an  estimated  DoW.F.  of 
41,250  gallons  per  day,  and  the  other  at  Whalley  Lane  deals  with  an  estim¬ 
ated  D.YiT.F.  of  12,500  gallons  per  day.  Both  works  incorporate  screens, 
destritus  tanks,  settling  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  huirus  tanks.  A 
Lea  Recorder  is  installed  at  the  Doe  Park  V/orks. 

The  sewage  from  the  Field  Head  Estate  gravitates  to  an  ejector  at  Doctor’s 
Bridge  and  is  discharged  to  the  head  of  the  Whalley  Lane  sewer.  Although 
it  is  established  that  the  Y/halley  Lane  works  are  overloaded,  cleansing  of 
the  various  tanks  is  undertaken  regularly  to  maintain  a  reasonable  effluent. 

Works  relating  to  the  abandonment  of  the  V/halley  Lane  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
and  extensions  to  the  Doe  Park  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  noi^r  proceeding. 

The  Southern  area  comprising  Denholme  Clough  (approximately  75  properties) 
and  Y/ell  Heads  (30  properties)  are  sewered  for  waste  water  only,  and  septic 
tanks  are  encouraged  v;here  practicable.  108  properties  have  drains  conn¬ 
ected  to  septic  tanks. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Denholme  Gate  area  and  the  pumping  of 
sewage  to  the  Bradford  Corporation  eewer  has  been  approved  by  the  Council 
and  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Enviroiment  for  consideration.

Having  regard  to  the  prescribed  Standard  of  Fitness  for  dwellings  and 
the  fact  that  by  statutory  definition  back-to-back  houses  are  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  the  Sub -Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
most  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  v;ith  the  area  is  by  way  of  re¬ 
development.

That  v;hilst  it  is  anticipated  that  no  physical  structural  re-development 
is  likely  to  take  place  during  the-  life  of  the  present  authority,  it
